WITH GEN. KUROI’S ARMY

miles south of Mukden.

There are no 
natural defenses at that point. 

The Japanese report that the 
battle has been the most severe yet 
fought on the plajus, where the 
Russian forces consisted of the 
First army corps and the Fifth and 
Sixth Siberian corps.

James F. Lane, brother of Thomas “Lane, 
alias Ed Leonard. who was shot and kil‘ed 
by Myrtle Eberly on Walnut street, mear 
Jefferson avenue, on the night?of Oct. &, 
after, as Miss Eberly says, he had refused 
to kcep a promise to marty her, reached St. 
Louis Tuesday night and Wednesday morn- 
ing began an investigation into the causes 
leading to his brother's death. 

Lune declares that his brother was mar- 
ried when he wus 16 years old and left a 
widow and a daughter, who is 17 years old, 
the age of Myrtle Eberly. 

He declares that his brother’s widow is 
now iiving in Cambridge. Mass., at an ad- 
dress on Charles street. She and her hus- 
band, hc says, did not live together long 
after their marriage, but were never di- 
vorccd. 

Lane is proprietor of a hotel at Egbert- 
ville, Staten Island, and is prosperous. He 
is accoinpanied to St. Louls by his wife, and 
is stopping at 21 South Jefferson avenue, 
within a short distance of the place where 
his brother was ki!.ed. 

Wednesday morning Lane and his wife 
calicd at the Four Courts and had an in- 
terview with Chixf of Detectives.Desmond. 
Later they carefully read the transcript of 
the evidence at ‘lh? corener’s inquest. Chief 
Desmoad sald he would furnish them a de- 
tective to ipvestigate with them all the 
circumstances of the trugedy. 


Lane and his wife accepted service to ap- 
pear as witnesses at the trial of Mary 
Craig of 2112 Carr street, on the charge of 
perjury in representing herself as the halr- 
sister of the dead man and securing art'- 
cles of hig perscnal peoperty. Thomas Laae 
tad roomed at her house until about twe 
weeks before his dcath. She told the ccro- 
ner he was born in Duffalo, N. Y., and was 
never married. She said his name was 
Leonard. The trial is set for Oct. 4. 
James, F. Lane says he does not know 
Mary Craig. and that she is not a half- 
sister or any other relation to his brother. 
She has admitted that she was not related 
to Lane, but says he was merely a board- 
er at her home.

“Come and Show Us,” Say Members of 
Antimedium Association in Chal- 
lenge to Delegates Now at Temple 
of Spiritualism. 


CHALLENGE FALLS AS BOMB 
IN SPIRITUALISTS’ MEETING 


Speaker, Who Was Formerly Minis- 
ter, Intimates That Authors of Defi 
Are Members of Clergy of the 
Christian Denomination. 


The challenge of the Anti-Medium Asso- 
ciation of the United States to the Nation- 
al Spiritualist Association, asking that 
public manifestations of the proofs of spir- 
itualistic beliefs be made while the two 
bodies are in simultaneous session in St. 
Louis, fell like a bomb into the spiritual- 
ists’ session today. . 

The official answer to the challenge was 
read by Harrison D. Barrett. president of 
the spiritualists. He defended spiritualism 
at some length, and replied definitely to 
the anti-mediums when he stated that if 
three of their number, wholly without 
prejudice and absolutely fair-minded. would 
attend the night sessions of the spiritualists 
the next three nights they would receive 
through platform mediumship such proofs 
of spiritualism as could not be sincerely 


roar when President Barrett ceased read- 
ing his answer to the challenge. A hun- 
dred persons were on their feet, all clam- 
oring for recognition, and all indicating 
the liveliest feeling. 

A. Scott Bledsoe of Topeka, Kan., was 
first recognized by the chair. He is an 
impassioned speaker and was fairly shak- 
ing with feeling when he began. He said 
he was once a ‘“‘Campbeliite preacher,” and 
his remarks caused the inference that he 
regarded the anti-medium body as being 
chiefly made up of preachers of the Chris- 
tian Church. Among other things. he said: 

“Think of a man whose heart is played 
upon by the spirits as an instrument is 
played upon by a musician—think of such 
a one being thrown into a den with 500 
Campbellite preachers!”’ 

He paid his compliments to J. D. Haga- 
man, president of the anti-mediums, and 
sali he had joined the Campbellite Church 
with him. 

In conclusion he said that one of the 
three men who sent the challenge was to 
go as a missionaary to India. ‘To In- 
dia,"’ he said, ‘“‘where they have forgotten 
more than all the Campbellite preachers 
will ever learn!’’

Sprague, chief missionary 
for the Spiritualists, submitted his report, 
in the course of which he said he and his 
wife had held 1200 meetings in four years, 
and that they had spent for their meals 
an average Of $3.41 a month.

Judge Zachritz’s total vote was 59,129. 
Judge Fisher received 64,453. Judge Wood 
64,306 and Judge Spencer 59,541. Zachritz 
was 6324 behind Fisher and 65176 behind 
Wood. 

Att the Republican convention last Mon- 
day Judge Zachritz was selected as one of 
the five Republican judicial nominees over 
Gen. George H. Shields and Judge Horatio 
D. Wood—the latter of whom ran over 
6000 votes ahead of Zachritz in the 1896 elec- 
tion. 

During his term as circult attorney, Wil- 
Mam Zachritz showed a distinct partiality 
to wrongdoers with political influence. 

The most notable instance was that of 
Mity Treasurer ichael Foerstel, who wus 
found short in his accounts $144,150. 

Although the grandjury returned seven 
indictments against Foerstel, Zachritz hesi- 
tated to prosecute. After three years had 
expired, making the statute of limitations 
perative, the indictments were fcund to 
be faulty and Zachritz dismissed the case. 
The grandjury answered with new indict- 
ments and again the circuit attorney useq 
the power of his office to free his politica 
aseociate. 

The henchmen of former Mayor Henry 
Ziegenhein brought about Zachritz’s nom- 
ination in the late Republican convention 
as in former conventions. As circuit attor- 
ney William Zachritz was “good” to Uncle 
Henry. Not only did he defend the mem- 
bers of the Ziegenhein gang when they got 
into serious trouble, but he dismissed an in- 
dictment which charged Ziegenhein, as 
collector, with misappropriation of publie 
funds. 

Besides the facts presented by the Post- 
Dispatch today, there are other cases show- 
ing how Zachritz helped his friends when 
he had the power to do it, and indicating 
why they are now so earnest and so active 
in his support. The following cases, how- 
ever, may be cited as typical: i

On the morning of Dec. 19, 1892. Eddie 
Poerstel, son of City Treasurer Michae!} 
Foerstel, was found dead in his room at 
Sixteenth and Pine streetk. He had fired a 
bullet throvgh his brain and the weapon 
Was lying near his side when the body 
Was found. 

Bome time before this discovery was 
made an alarm of fire sounded from ‘the 
City Hall, Eleventh and Chestnut streets. 

About an hour before young Foerste! had 
been seen to leave the building. 

When the firemen arrived smoke and 
flame led them to the city treasurer's of- 
fice. There several packages consisting of 
books, papers, check receipts and countless 
memoranda were found heaped in a pile, 
with a great sheet of flame rapidly fhreat- 
ening destruction. 

The vault in the office was open and {n- 
dications pointed to an incendiary. The 
fire was promptly extinguished and an im- 
Mediate inquiry was begun.

Forestel was at once deposed as treas- 
urer and debarred from taking charge of 
the office again. 


In January, 1893, the grandjury took up 


the case and returned seven indictments, 
charging embezzlement against the ex- 
treasurer. 

When the cases came to trial, Foerstel 


applied for and was granted a change of 
venuo. His attorneys alleged prejudice on 
the part of the people of st. Louis, 

Three of the cases were sent to Mont- 
gomery County and the other four to Jef- 
ferson County. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz and ‘Mike’’ 
Foerstel were closely affiliated in politics, 
and when the startling discoveries were 
made in the treasurer’s office the prose- 
cutor proved the defendant's best friend. 


Given Benefit 


of Limitations. 


The indjctments hung fire for three years. 
The defense resisted every effort made to 
bring the cases to trial, resorting to every 
subterfuge of the law and receiving, if 
anything, encouragement from the SBt. 
Louis prosecutor. 

Meantime the passage of a new change 
of venue lnw brought about a return of 
the cases taken away by change of venue. 
New indictments were necessary. They 
should have been drawn up long before, 
but Zachritz waited until the statute of 
limitations was operative in Foerstel‘s 
behalf. 

Then he went into the criminal court and 
caused the cases against Michael Foerstel 
to be dismissed, marking the words ‘‘nolle 
prossed”’ across his docket, 

Zachritz felt that Foerstel could not be 
roindicted; Foerstel felt safe, and the City 
Hall gangsters held a feast of rejoicing. 
But the people were aroused. From 
every section of St. Louis went up a pro- 
test against the prosecutor who had dared 
to laugh at the law and free his political 
friend. 

In February, 1896, the grandjury reopened 
the inquiry into the Foerstel case. The 
members of the grandjury refused to treat 
with the circuit attorney. They declared 
the conduct of Zachritz had been such 
that they were unwilling to further trust 
him with so important an investigation. 
Feb. 26, 1896, the grandjury made its re 
port—a report which was the severest re- 
buke ever administered to the “gang's’’

Then follows a statement concerning the 
fire at the City Hall, the subsequent in- 
dictment of Foerstel and the dijatory tac- 
tics employed by Zachritz. 

“The fire which practically ended Mr. 
Foerstel's administration,” said the grand- 
jury, ‘‘occurred Dec. 19, 1902. The term of 
three years, after which a commencement 
of prusecution is barred by statute ended 
Dec. 10, 189. It will thus be seen that on 
the very first date after the end of three 
years from the latest date on which an 
enubezzlement could have occurred these 
cases were called in court and they were 
nolle prossed. 

“We have been advised in writing by the 
circuit attorney (William Zachritz) that a 
further prosecution of these cases will not 
Notwithstanding this advice, we niave 
seven indictments. charging ex- 
actly the same offenses. We have taken 
this course because we believe that these 
cases come within a statute which suspends 
the statute of limitations during the time 
that previous indictments were pending, 
and they should be brought to trial be- 
fore a jury. 

“And in view of the facts as above re- 
cited, which seem to indicate a disposi- 
tion on the part of the circuit attorney 
to deny a trial, we request the governor 
of Missourl to instruct the attorney- 
general to take charge of the prosecution 
of these enses, feeling that the circuit 
attorney. by allowing these cases to be 
continued from time to time, and finally 
enusing nolle prosequis to be entered 
after a term of three years had elapsed, 
has’ practically usurped the pardoning 
power, which is vested by law in the 
executive alone, and that there would 
he no disposition on his part to prose- 
cute the indictments which we have re- 
turned.” 

Nothing came of the grandjury’s report, 
and the work of Zachritz received further 
commendation from the “gang.’’ 


Zachritz and 
Missing $4102. 


But it was not uneommon for Zachritz 
to protect officeholders of his party. 

No municipal scandal received wider pub- 
licity than that which came to be known 
as the ‘“‘missing $4102."" In April, 18%, the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. made the 
charge that it had paid into the office of 
Collector Henry Ziegenhein as a part of 
its taxes the sum of $4102; that a few 
months later the association was notified 
bat its special license tax was due. The 
yewery people chimed that the check for 
the sum Wus paid to Carl Ungar, who was 
Ziegenhein’s chief deputy at the time. 

The check passed through the bank and 
was paid, but the collector's books showed 
no record of it. As a result the matter 
was submitted to the grandjury. 

It was then discovered that a number of 
the books of the collector's office were 
missing asl a large force of men was put 
to work in the cellar of the old City Hall 
to find them—a task which was never ac- 
complished. : 

Indictments charging misappropriation of 
funds were returned against Cari Ungar 
and Henry Zlegenhein. 
ihe Municipal Assembly made .a_half- 
hearted attempt to unravel the mystery of 
the check for $4102, and then Mayor Wal- 
bridge appointed a committee to investi- 
gaje the affairs of the collector's office.

PRAISES ST. LOUIS 


Commissioner-General to the World’s 
Fair Speaks Flattering Words 
for the Exposition. 


Friendship of France for America and 
St. Louis Is Pledged by France’s

In addressing the World’s Fair grandjury 
of awards, Commissioner-General Gerald of 
France, third vice-president of the jury, ds- 
livered the following excellent address: 
‘‘Twice already the United States of North 
America have celebrated by international 
expositions the great dates of their his- 
tory. In 1876, at Philadelphia, you ceie- 
brated the centennial of the Declaration of 
Independence, as we did a few years later, 
in 1887, when we commemorated the g.orious 
anniversary of our political enfranchise- 
ment.

The govern- 
ment of the French Republic, true to our 
historic friendship, cemented by French 
blood, which was shed over a hundred 
years ago for American independence, and 
by the ties which bind the people of Louis- 
jana to the history, and only to show to 
our artists and manufacturers and agri- 
culturists, as well as to our scientists, the 
road which the elite have taken, which 
you have admired and still admire. 


“Their efforts have been greatly reward- 
ed by the sympathetic welcome you have 
extended to them by your flattering testl- 
monials, of which they have taken away 
with them the most grateful and touch- 
ing remembrance. 

“Chief among them let me name Prest- 
dent Picard, who will certainly not forget 
the homage paid his admirable intelli- 
his talent, his experience and his

eadership in exposition matters, Just to 
show by these manifestations the happy 


cord made by France in selecting him to 
officially represent her at this great inter- 
national gathering of intelligence, of prog- 
ress and of peace.

URGES IMMEDIATE ACTION 


He Thinks That Candidate Should 
Come Out and Visit Several 
Doubtful States. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—2x-United States 
Senator James Smith of New Jersey, fresh 
from a thorough investigation of the condi- 
tions in his state, has sounded to the Dem- 
ocratic managers a cheer of action, lots of 
action—and more action. All that he said to 
Chairman Taggart, August Belmont, Wil- 
liam F.. Sheehan, De Laucey Nicoll and 
other men conspicuous in the management 
of the national campaign will not be pub- 
licly discussed by them, but that he did 
declare himself decidedly and with char- 
acteristic emphasis there is no doubt. 

In substance he told them with as Little 
waste of words as possible that he believed 
that Judge Parker could be elected if the 
most strenuous activity were injected into 
the campaign. 

For several weeks the New Jersey leader 
has held to the view that Judge Parker 
should emerge from seclusion, and by his 
presence in some of the states where the 
issue is vital infuse the confidence into the 
local managers and pariy suporters that 
in the view of Mr. Smith will result in 
success. 


Says Hard Work 
Is Greatest Need. 


He emphasized this statement, and it 
was made known to Judge Parker. Mr. 
Smith informed the leaders of the national

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DANGEROUS TO THE COMMUNITY. 


Before Judge Zachritz was elected to the bench and delivered 


his extraordinary instructions to the grandjury investigating 
the Central Traction boodle deal—instructions composed mainly 
of denunciations of the Post-Dispatch for exposing the deal and 
charging notorious boodlers with their crimes—he had made 
a record which should forever debar him from public office. 

As circuit attorney he gained the sobriquet of “nolle pros” 
Zachritz, from the frequency with which he entered nolle 
prosequis in the cases of political friends accused of crime. 
Two grandjuries in public reports severely reflected upon his 
work in shielding men from punishment by the use of his offi- 
cial power. One case was that of former City Treasurer Foer- 
stel, whose indictménts for embezzlement, after dragging 
along for three years, were “nolle prossed,” against the indig- 
nant protest of a grandjury. Subsequently he persisted in 
freeing three men accused of crimes, against whom the grand- 
jury declared there was abundant evidence for conviction. In 
the cases against Collector Ziegenhein and his assistant Ungar, 
charged with misappropriating $4102, Judge Zachritz proved the 
value of his friendship to political bosses in trouble. 

The purpose for which Judge Zachritz, after having been 
drivenyfrom office by indignant citizens, is placed upon the 
Republican ticket by a combination of Ziegenhein and Butler 
forces cannot be mistaken by intelligent voters. Ds defeat is 
imperative, if corrupt office holders and politicians are to be 
punished and the work of reform in this city is to continue. 

But the Zachritz nomination is not the only danger spot on 
the Republican local ticket. With the exception of Judge Fish- 
er, whose record on the bench is good, the judicial nominations 
are weak. With the influences back of the ticket which con- 
trolled the convention there is danger in its election. It is par- 
ticularly dangerous to the better elements of the Republicans, 
whose party organization will be controlled by the worst ele 
ments. : | 

The places to be especially guarded by the general voters, 
however, are the bench, the circuit and assistant circuit attor- 
neyships and the sheriff’s office. That there will be a concentra- 
tion of the Ziegenhein-Butler combine marshaling all the 
corrupt forces in the city in support of the Republican ticket 
there can be no doubt. There should be a counter concentra- 
tion of:good citizens in support of the Democratic candidates, 
‘whose nominations were accomplished in the teeth of the bitter 
opposition of the Butler @rces. 

No ticket tainted with Butlerism and Ziegenheinism is safe. 
No candidate 6 who receives the approval or support of the boodle 
bosses and their following can be trusted. 
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Suppose that with franchise legislation pending the manager 
of a local campaign should hold up the promoters of the com- 
panies interested in the pending franchises, what would citizens 
think about it? Yet it is practically what Mr. Cortelyou, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s campaign manager, is doing: with the trusts. He 
is holding them up for the benefit of the candidate who, if suc- 
cessful at the polls, will have the power to legislate for or 
against the trusts and to enforce or refrain from enforcing the 
anti-trust laws. The Cortelyou scandal needs only to be 
brought home to the voters to’ be seen in its true light as a 
disgrace to American politics and a menace to free institutions. 
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CENSORSHIP IN WAR. 

Mr. Thomas F. Millard’s article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
is a timely review of the military press censorship and the 
public functions of the war correspondent. His conclusions are 
derived from his experience in Manchuria, Cuba, the Philip- 
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ing the administration and army from popular criticism.” Com- 
menting upon a case of insanity in the Philippine, army Mr. 
Millard quotes an officer who forbade a report of it, that “it 
was calculated to alarm people at home, and deter 'nien from 
enlisting.” 

No free people will ever permit secrecy in civil administra- 
tion and the considerations of public safety and welfare which 
enforce publicity in peace are even more vital in war. 

A censorship used as a political agen@ is a trick of militarism. 
It is designed to keep the people in ignorance of the inhumafilty 
of war and conceal the blunders of commanders... And it is 
only a step to the use of it as a cloak to hide the designs of 


ambitious men. 
War’ is the public business. Therefore the public has a 


| right to know every detail. Publicity is the only guarantee 


of the supremacy of a self-governing Democracy in peace and 


war. 
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The Democratic candidates for the bench in this city are 
to be commended for their resolution to refrain from speaking 
or taking an active part in the campaign. The ground of their 


_yesolution is that it does not comport with the proper dignity 
| and non-partisan attitude of the judges on the bench or of can- 
| didates for the bench to canvass for votes or to engage in par-' 
'tisan campaigning. This is an eminently proper view and 


reflects credit upon the discretion and judgment of the Demo- 
eratie candidates. It will be indorsed by the bar and citizens 
generally.

THE TRUST MENACE. 
In the seventh count of the late Senator Hoar’s indictment 
against the trusts they were charged with the power to cor- 


rupt elections. 

If Senator Hoar were alive he could amend and eglarge 
this charge. He would find ground for the charge that with 
the money which they supply for corruption of elections they 
purchase the control of an administration. If this is not the 
meaning of the contributions squeezed out of the trusts by 
Mr. Cortelyou, who is armed with their business secrets, forced 
out of them under authority of the law when he was at the 
head of the department of commerce, there is no significance 
in any political action of a campaign manager. 

The Cortelyou scandal is appalling; it is a warning of what 
must come out of the partnership of the government with 
powerful interests enjoying governmental privileges,

Mrs. Safford Barstow, who makes a good living in New York 
by designing women’s dresses, says the statement made in the 
dressmakers’ convention that some women spend as much as 
$25,000 a year on their clothes was not an exaggeration, 

“That is merely a fair average,” says Mrs. Barstow. “The 
figure is very conservative. Mrs. John Jacob Astor, I think, is 
the best dressed woman in New York. I am certain that she 
spends all of $50,000 a year on her dresses. Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt is a close second. Her dressmaking bill certainly 
runs over $40,000, while Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish and Mrs. Joseph 
Widener, for instance, are in a big class that easily parts their

The argument of the high tariff campaign which resulted in the passage of the 
McKinley bill was that the object of high taxes at the ports (really levied to prevent 
Americans from buying imported goods) is to give the poorest American family a 
‘carpet on the floor and a piano in the parlor.” 

In Indiana, Mr. Harrison insisted, as he no doubt believed, that the poorest “av- 
erage” American family already had the piano and the carpets of this millenium, 
brought about by laying a tax to be added to the prices of goods bought outside the 
“home markets” on the theory that higher prices paid at home “protect” us from im- 
porting poverty from abroad. 

; The tariff act then in force was the Republican tariff act of 1883. It was passed 
in response to the clamor against “war taxes in time of peace.” Instead of lowering 
the war taxes, however, it made the average higher—though not nearly as high as 
those who have since organized the trusts then demanded and have since imposed. 
These three tariff acts, all Republican, are landmarks in the progress of monopoly. 
in the matter of carpets the poorest “average” American is supposed to have on every 
floor to match the piano in the parlor, the progressive rate of taxation shows how 
rich and comfortable every American ought to be under 20 years of this process of 
taxing him into prosperity ; 

If the carpets on every floor in the house of the poorest average American are now 
two-ply ingrain he can observe the progress of taxation under three Republican tariffs, 
nt noting the figures in this traiff table of rates of taxation on two-ply ingrain car- 
pets. 

Tariff of 1883 (Reform Republican) 8 cents a yard and 30 cents on the dollar. 
Tariff of 1890 (McKinley bill) 14 cents a vard and 40 cents on the dollar. 
Tariff of 1897-1904 (Dingley bill) 18 cents a yard and 40 cents on the dollar. 

If the carpets on every @oor of the poorest nouse happen to be three-ply ingrain, 
tne advance in the tax on them is from 12 cents a yard and 30 per cent under the 
ee tariff of 1883 to 22 cents a yard and 40 per cent under the existing tariff 
aw. 

On tapestry Brussels the advance is from 20 cents a yard and 30 cents on the 
dollar of value under the Republican tariff of 1883 to 28 cents a yard and 40 cents 
on the dollar under the present tariff. 

If the carpet which goes with the piano in the parlor is Wilton, Axminster or 

velvet of other kinds, the advance in taxation is fromy 45 cents a vard and 30 cents 
on tne dollar in 1883 to 60 cents a yard and 40 cents on the dollar now. 
Under this progress toward monopoly, the tariff rate of 8 cents a yard on the 
cheapest carpet, levied by a Republican Congress in 1883, was advanced to 18 cents 
in 1897, so that on the cheapest carpets now to be had the Republican tax per yard 
of 1883 has béen more than doubled. At the same time the tax of 30 cents on tae 
dollar in value in 1883 has been advanced to 40 cents. 

Under this arrangement, if a‘yard of ingrain carpet could be had outside the 

tariff line in New York harbor for 30 cents a yard, there would be added to it in 
crossing the tariff line 18 cents on the yard, bringing its price up to 48 cents, with 
the tax on its value alsoto bring the price up to 57 cents. Under this system, a 
carpet worth in open market 30 cents a yard can be sold under the tariff for 50 
cents with a margin of 7 cents a yard still between it and the competition of other 
goods. 
‘This suggests the general advance of the monopoly idea in the Republican tariff 
since the “war tariff” of 1861. Though the highest taxes were laid in that tariff 
ever laid up to the date of its passage, it was intended chiefly. to bring revenue 
to the government rather than to create and support American monopolies. 

The advance towards monopoly, illustrated in the cost of carpets, has been pro- 
gressive all along the line. The general rate on woolens under the war tariff was 
25 cents on the dollar, certainly a high tax of its kind. In some cases it was 12 
cents a poywnd by weight. On woolens in the form of clothing it averaged 30 cents 
on the doflar of value. =. 

Taking blankets as an illustration of “woolens,” this rate of war taxation was 
advanced in 1883 to 50 cents on the dollar of value with an additional tax of 30 
cents on each pound of weight. This is on even the cheapest blankets. Under the 
present tariff, the further advance is to 60 cents on the dollar of value and 50 cents 
& pound weight. 
On many of the most important articles in universal use the taxes are now 
double and more than double those of the “war tariff” or the same articles. The
